Beck of New York City, formerly as- 
sistant Attorney-General! of the United 
States, and speaking for various or- 
ganizations represented by Daniel 
Davenport. He was satisfied, he said, 
that Legislatures never went into the 
problem of tne relations between capi- 
tal and labor without doing more mis- 
chief than good, and that the courts 
were closer to the people and better 
able to adjust their judicial construc- 
tion to the varying needs of citizen- 
ship, and that, therefore, such pro>- 
lems should be left to them to 
solve. | 

Those whom he represented were 
opposed to the bill, first, because it 18 
rise to a 


and uncalled for; third, it would 
validate unlawful combinations of 
men banded together to violate the 
rights of property and take away from 
a man the right to sell his labor when 
he pleases, where he pleases and to 
whom he pleases; fourth, that the bill 
is unconstitutional. He quoted nu- 
merous decisions of the highest courts 
to the effect that any body of men 
could quit work when they pleased, 
and said that it is only when they un- 
lawfully and by tfreats of violence 
sought to compe! others to follow them 
that the courts interefered with the 
injunction. 
“PEACEFUL PICKETING.” 

“Peaceful picketing” might exist in 
theory. but never in practice, and 
when an employee was compelled to 
march from his home to his work be- 
tween lines of pickets—hundreds of 
men, who by menacing looks, upbraid- 
ing epithets or threats of violence, 
sought to intimidate him and thus 
prevent bim from selling his labor— 
that practice was as unlawful as ac- 
tual resort to the bludgeon, because 
the bludgeon always followed itmme- 
diately in its wake. 

He mentioned that the complaint of 
harsh action in contempt proceedings 
for violation of writs might furnish 
food for reflection and good ground 
for remedial legislation. “But,” he 
said, “because some judge may have 
gone a step beyond the power of the 
law, which I will deny, are you to 
abolish this ancient writ which has 
been conceded to be absolutely es- 
sential to the protection of life and 
property for centuries? A more in- 
iquitous and mischievous proposition 
in legislation has never before been 
presented to the American Congress.” 
_ Under his third proposition, he 
argued that the only effect the bill 
would have would be to legalize law- 
lessness, violence and criminal con- 
spiracy. “If this bill is not uncon- 
stitutional,” he said, “no act ever 
was. It is the greatest assumption 
of Federal power ever suggested, and 
Alexander Hamilton and all his apolo- 
gists would have stood aghast at such 
a proposal.” 

While the Supreme Court, in his 
opinion, would undoubtedly declare the 
bill unconstitutional, employers were 
opposed to it as “any sop thrown to 
labor leaders,” who, in their wildest 
dream, only represent two million 
men, but who are thus given hope 
of going further and increasing their 
demand to prevent by law a man from 
managing his own business. 

He insisted that the bill was a seri- 
ous reflection upon the honesty and 
character of the judiciary of the coun- 
try and that it would breed discon- 
tent and dissatisfaction. “Think long 
and earnestly,” he said, “before you 
do it.— You are not only American cit- 
izens, but you are officers of the great 
American people. Don't cast this un- 
deserved {nsult upon our courts and 
dont paralyze their hands in their 
most sacred duty to protect the right 
of every man to sell his labor pre. 
cisely as he pleases.” 

He was followed by Frederick W. 
Job of Chicago, representing the Cit- 


menus Industrial Association and nu- 
merous Chicago organizations. Mr. 
Job said he advocated four proposi- 
tions which, he thought, every impar-

Mr. Job gave a political tip to 
members of Congress to the effect that 
union men are not in sympathy with 
the methods of their leaders and that

get your opponents endorsed by the 
unions.” 

“The air is surcharged by fear.“ con- 
Mr. Job, “and if a law like this be- 
comes operative, the Lord only knows 
how many strikes we will have.” 

Edwin Freegard of St. Louis, secre- 
tary of the United Typothetae of 
America, stated that one-half of the 
one thousand members of his associa- 
tion conducted non-union shops. 

“I plead for the right for every man 
to pursue his avocation free from un- 
due influence, free from outside, 
‘peaceful picketing’ contradictory in 
its terms. Can there be peaceful war, 
in view of the fact that there are 
only two millions of union laborers to 
eight millions of non-union laborers? 
I consider it rather impudent for these 
leaders to ask for this legislation, es- 
pecially as the bulk of their own mem- 
ders do not want it, being law-abiding 
citizéns. Such legislation, concludet 
Mr. Freegard, emphatically, “would in- 
flict a blow against the corner-stone 
of the republic. As a citizen, I pro- 
test against having my rights invaded 
and my plant and moneyed interests 

Frederick Hulse of New York City, 
representing the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association of that city, hav- 
ing one thousand members, spoke of 
the contest of his organization against 
Parke and his methods. He n- 
taineé that people against wifom n- 
junctions were issued should/go into 
court and try to have them’ modified 
or dissolved, instead of openly violat- 
ing them.

INTEREST AND DIVIDENDS. 

NOT RECKONED AS INCOME.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Justice 
Harian delivered the opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the case of the 
Spreckels Sugar Refining Company 
vs. Penrose A. McLain, collector of 
internal revenue for the First District 
of Pennsylvania, reversing the opinion 
of the United States Court of Appeals 
for the Third District. The action was 
brought by the refining company to 
recover moneys paid by it under pro- 
dest to Collector McLain, which, it 
was alleged, had deen unlawfully 
exacted under the provision of the 
War Revenue Act providing for a tax 
of one-fourth per cent. on the gross 
annual receipts of corporations whose 
receipts exceed $250,000 per annum. 

In deciding the case, it was held 
that this was not a direct, but an ex- 
cise tax on the business done. The 
decision of the court below was re- 
versed on the point as to whether 
the interest on deposits and the divi- 
gendes should be considered as a part 
of the company’s income. The lower 
court held that receipts from those 
sources should be so considered, but 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States took the opposite view.

Pushing ‘Ahead Programme 
for State Highway. 


Original “El Camino” Now 
Modified, That All. 


Fine Prospects for Mobe 
Road to Long Beach. 


The automobilists seem to be thor- 
oughly seated in the saddle on El Ca- 
mino Real. 

As the result of a resolution passed 
by the Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, requesting A. P. 
Fleming. chairman of the Camino Real 
convention, held in this city January 
30 last, to confer further with the board 
Mr. Fleming and a committee ot his 
associates in the highway movement 
appeared before the board yesterday 
to explain more fully the action of the 
convention. 

The committee, beside Chairman 
Fleming, consisted of Walter R. Ba- 
con, Dr. O. 8. Barnum and Mra. A. 
8. C. Forbes. By them it was ex 
plained that the action taken by the 
convention was simply to carry out 
the suggestions made by Miss Picher, 
the originator of the idea of establish- 
ing a State highway from San Diego to 
San Francisco, along the route, as 
near as practicable, of the ancient Ca- 
mino Real, and that such friction as 
has arisen in connection with the plans 
has been caused only through a mis- 
understanding. 

When interviewed on the subject 
later, in his office, Mr. Fleming stated 
that the plans for a State highway, to 
take in the twenty-one original mis- 
sions of California, will be proceeded 
with, and that it is his intention to 
appoint this week a committee of fif- 
teen, composed of such citizens as 
will be approved by the Chamber of 
Commerce, to confer with the commit 
tee of fifteen appointed by the Camino 
Real convention held in San Franciscu, 
under the auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce there, to decide upon the 
time and place for holding a State con- 
vention, to consider the adaptability of 
the original route of the Camino Real 
to a State highway, connecting the 
missions, 

Mr. Fleming has recently returned 
from the meeting of the American Au- 
tomobile Association in Chicago, and 
says that he was convinced by the 
enthusiasm seen there that a great era 
of good roads building is dawning. He 
explained to the convention the Camino 
Real movement now taking shape in 
this State, and says that the announce- 
ment was met with applause by the 
eastern automobilists, who saw great 
promise for the entire country in a 
State movement of this kind. 

At a meeting of the board of gov- 
ernore of the Automobile Association 
of Southern California, of which asso- 
clation Mr. Fleming secretary, held 
Tuesday, Frank Flint, Jr.. 
pointed a committee of one to work 
with the Long Beach people who are 
perfecting plans for the construction of 
a modern automobile road between this 
city and Long Beach. Their efforts 
have so far met with great success, 
$6000 having already been raised and 
considerable land secured toward the 
right of way. It is confidently expeect- 
ef that before lorg Los Angeles au- 
tomobilists will be speeding over a 
splendid road to the progressive sea- 


side city.

WANTS LAW REPEALED. 


Chamber Takes Action on Law Re- 
quiring Merchants to File Manifest 
With Customs Authorities. 

At yesterday's meeting of the board 
of directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Committee on Commerce, 
through its chairman, F. K. Rule, re- 
ported on the communicatfon received 
from the Pacific Coast Jobbers’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, request- 
ing the aid of the chamber in bringing 
about the repeal of an act to facill- 
tate the procurement of statistics of 
trade between the United States and 
"its non-contiguous territory.” The fol- 
lowing resolution relating thereto was 
submitted, and unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, under the act of Congress 
approved April 29, 1902, entitled ‘An act 
to facilitate the procurement of sta- 
tistics of trade between the United 
States and its non-contiguous terri- 
tory,” exporters have been and are now 
required under the Treasury Depart- 
ment regulations prescribed, to file a 
manifest with the customs author- 
ties, showing in detail the quantity 
and value of each item of domestic 
merchandise in any one shipment; and, 
whereas, in many lines of merchandise 
this regulation requires the manifest 
to show the quantity and value accord- 
ing to a unit different from that used 
on this Coast, requiring that said 
manifest shall be filed with the cus- 
toms authorities before the ship which 
carries the merchandise sails: and, 
whereas, this information secured in 
this manner does not seem at all com- 
mensurate with the annoyance, delay, 
and expense entailed to secure it. 

Therefore, be is resolved, that the 
Congressional delegation of Califor- 
nia be requested to look into the mat- 
ter and to endeavor to secure the re- 
peal of the said law. or the enactment 
of such amendment as will prevent the 
annoyance, delay and expense above 
referred to. Be it further. 

“Resolved, that said Congressional 
delegation be requested to solicit. the 
assistance of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from the States of Oregon 
and Washington in their endeavors to 
procure such legislation.” 

A committee appeared before the 
board to request the indorsement of 
the passage of House Bill No. 11,941, 
for the appropriation of water from 
the Colorado River for irrigation pur- 
poses, which is now before the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Horticul- 
ture.

Japan's Alleged Vielstien of Law 
of Nations Makes impression on 
Powers, Thinks Official St. Peters-

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 24.—(At- | 
lantic Cable.) Subscriptions of 
money and contributions of jewelry 
and other articles toward the fund be- 
ing raised to strengthen the navy and 
aid the families of the victims of the 
war are coming in incessantly. Peo- 
ple of all religions—Jews, Catholics, 
Latherans and Mohammedans—are 
vieing with each other and the mem- 
bers of the orthodox church in the 
display of patriotism, while the peas- 
ants and workmen are contributing 
as freely in proportion to their means 
as the nobles and officials. Several 
hundred Turcomans have applied to 
the governor-genera! of Turkestan to 
be sent to the fighting line. 

The reports of Russophile demon- 
strations in France, Italy and the Slav 
countries, are eagerly welcomed and 
the occurrences are regarded by the 
Russian press as symptoms of an 
eventual new grouping of the powers 
whereby, according to the Novoe 
Vremya, Egypt, South Africa and 
Afghanistan may be affected. 

The government believes a deep 
impression has been made on interna- 
tional sympathies by the note on the 
subject of Japan's alleged violation of 
the law of nations, sent to the Rus- 
sian Ambessadors Monday. The gov- 
ernment lays special stress on the 
Japanese action at Chemulpo, where, 
it is pointed out, the Japanese seized 
and cut the communication in order 
to prevent M. Pavioff, the Russian 
Minister, an“ the Russian. warships 
Variag and Korietz even receiving 
news of the rupture of diplomatic re- 
lations, and then pounced upon the 
ships with a greatly superior force. 
Russte contends that this action places 
Japan outside the pale of civilized 
nations and that it smacks so much 
of barbarism that it must offend the 
chivalric sense of civilized fair play.

Jantzen Again Arrested, This Time for 
Addressing an Envelope in an 
Indecent Manner. 

Christian Jantzen, who persists in 
entangling himself in Uncle Sam's pos- 
tal regulations, was again arrested 
here yesterday by Deputy United 
States Marshal Traeger, on a complaint 
sworn to by Postoffice Inspector H. B. 
Hall, He put up a bond of $500 and 
was released, to appear for hearing 

arch . 

Not long ago Jantzen was in the toils 
charged With sending an obscene letter 
through the mails to Louise Grosse, a 
woman in San Diego. The letter cer- 
tainly would not make good reading in 
polite society, but after a long-drawn- 
out trial Jantzen was acquitted. He 
was immediaately arrested and tried 
on the charge of intimidating a wit- 
ness, the woman in question being the 
same Louise Grosse who had com- 
plained of . the unwomanly names he 
had called her in his letter. It was 
only a short time ago that he squeezed 
through without penalty on this charge, 
and now he is “up agin’ the govern- 
ment again—and once more it is Lou- 
ise Grosse who is the fundamental 
cause of his tribulation. 

After his two tilts with the Fed- 
eral authorities, he once more 
his thoughts on the party in San Di- 
ego by mall. He addressed the envel- 
ope as follows: “Mrs. Louise Grosse, 
Mistress of K. E. Gordon, 164 First 
street, San Diego.” 

This peculiar envelope is on file in 
the office of the United States 
trict Attorney, and is the cause of the 
third charge against Jantzen. There is 
said to be nothing unlawful in the let- 
ter itself. 

The complaint recites that the lan- 
guage on the envelope is “of an inde- 
cent, libelous, scurrilous and defama- 
tory character, calculated and obvi- 
ously intended to refiect injury on the 
character of Mra. Louise Grosse.” 

There is a special law covering cases 
where defamatory or humiliating mat- 
ter is placed * an envelope sent 
through the maila.

Job’s Heart-ery the Subject of 
Earnest Discourse—Religion Char- 
acterized as an infinite Longing 
After the Soul's ideal. 


The infinite longings of a troubled 
soul, as voiced by Job of biblical rec- 
ord, gave Bishop Johnson his theme 
last evening at the pro-cathedral in 
the first of a series of union Lenten dis- 
courses to be delivered there by the 
Protestant Episcopal clergy. 

Bishop Johnson had for his text Job 
xxiii, 3: “Oh, that I knew where I 
might “nd him. That I might come 
even to his seat. I would order my 
cause before Him and fill my mouth 
with arguments. I would know the 
words which He would answer me, 
and understand what He would say 
unto me. Will He plead against me 
with His great power? No. but He 
would put strength in me.” 

“This is indeed a large subject,” con- 
tinued Bishop Johnson, “but I would 
bring to this hearing a large concep- 
tion of the principles of religion. Here 
we have the outpeuring of a soul 
seeking after God, and when man seeks 
in the spirit of this text there is no 
question as to his findings. A 
man is one who seeks constantly to 
adjust himself to the requirements of 
a Supreme Being. Nor is revelation 
wholly essential to such seeking. There 
is that in the breast of every man 
that impels to the seeking of a some- 
thing to satisfy. It is inborn. System 
after system may receive trial but the 
spirit of man forever refuses to be 
satisfied with the counterfeit. 

“Not until the coming of the Christ 
did man find that which would satis- 
fy. There has ever been a reaching out 
for something higher and better. When 
Christ came the full gamut had been 
run. Force had not been used to change 
the thought of men. On the contrary 
seeking souls had been permitted to 

the utmost from the deities set up.
